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REPORT OF THE AUDITOR GENERAL 


I have the honour to submit the Report of the Auditor General for Canada for the 
fiscal year ended 31st March, 1909, including statements in detail of the Expenditure 
and Revenue of the Dominion of Canada for that period. 


I have to report that there have been no Treasury Board over-rulings of the Auditor 
General’s decisions since the date of my last report. 


I would respectfully suggest that the question of condensing the details of Expen- 
diture should be considered as the large increase of business of the Dominion and the 
limited time for the preparation and printing of the report make it almost impossible 
to present it within a reasonable time after the opening of Parliament. 


Owing to the rapid development of the Dominion and the large and important 
works under construction, the efficient audit of accounts requires a technical knowledge 
obtainable only after a long experience or special study. Many of the present staff are 
possessed of these qualifications, but it would greatly enhance the value of the work to 
have on the staff of the office a Civil Engineer of ability and experience to examine 
works under construction and give the benefit of his technical knowledge to the exami- 
ners of accounts, as there are many other. matters connected with contracts which are, 
at least, as important as the mathematical accuracy of progress estimates submitted for 
payment. 


During the last session of Parliament a sub-committee of the Public Accounts 
Committee examined and reported on the assets and liabilities of the Dominion. I 
would respectfully suggest that during the present session an examination of the arrears 
due should be made and all those found to be non-collectible written off the books ot 


the several. Departments.

Sm,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 8rd instant, asking for the authority 
for certain payments made by cheques Nos. 4865 to 4960, inclusive, from the vote 
‘for the encouragement of the live stock industry,’ for the fiscal year 1908-9. 

These payments were for prizes awarded to French-Canadian horses at the French- 

Janadian Horse Show held at St. Johns, Que., in September of last year. In the 
preceding May the minister had authorized that the department offer prizes amounting 
to $755 for competition at the French-Canadian Horse Show, which were divided as 
follows, viz.: $500 for stallions kept within the province during the season, and $255 
for mares to be bred to the prize winning stallions, and it was decided that in the case 
of the stallions and of the mares awarded the first five prizes, only half the prize 
money should be paid in 1908, the other half to be paid at the close of the following 
season subject to the fulfilment of certain conditions as to service. Cheques amounting 
to $430 were, therefore, issued on account of the $755 prize money offered by the 
department. _ 

The minister, who was present at the show, and was highly pleased with the 
success of the same, on it being represented to him by the judges that they considered 
the number of prizes offered was not in proportion to the number of horses exhibited, 
and that every animal shown was well deserving of a prize, decided to give a special 
‘prize of $5 to all those who had not received one of the prizes on the list. Cheques for 
these special prizes were, therefore, issued to the exhibitors other than prize winners 
whose names were furnished by the secretary of the French-Canadian Horse Breeders 
Association. 

In your letter you ask for copies of all correspondence and other vouchers. There 
are no vouchers, properly speaking, and the correspondence is somewhat voluminous. 
I can, of course, have copies made if you still desire it, or perhaps your purpose would 
be served if one of your officers were to come to the department and go through the 
file of papers.

The entries are sent to the Department of Customs daily, tri-weekly or weekly, as 
the case may be, according to circumstances, and are accompanied by a sheet (F-1) which 
shows the number of each entry in consecutive order and the total duty on each entry. 

The sheet (F-1) is first checked with the entries in the Statistical Branch, and is 
then initialled and transferred to the Accountant’s office, whereit is checked with .Col- 
ectors’ deposits and where the deposits are also checked with the accounts on 
Form K-2.

Sm,—lI have the honour to enclose herewith the vouchers and statements received 
through your department on March 27 last from Sir John Hanbury-Williams and 
Mr. Pope, connected with the expenditure incurred under the authority of order in 
council of April 28, 1908, for the reception and entertainment of His Royal Highness 
and guests who may be accommodated at the Citadel, and also the representatives of 
the governments of France and of the United States, during the Tercentenary 
Celebration at Quebec, in the summer of 1908. 

The statement shows an expenditure of $48,654. This expenditure being for the 
purposes of entertainment, it cannot be expected that the vouchers would be as 
complete as those for a different service.

Dear Mr. Popr,—The Auditor General sometime ago handed over to this depart- 
ment the vouchers, &e., relating to the expenditure in connection with the reception 
to the Prince of Wales at the Quebec Tercentenary Celebration. The arrangements 
in connection with the reception in question were by order in council of May 5 last 
delegated to Sir John Hanbury-Williams and yourself. I have had the aceounts duly 
examined. 

While recognizing the ditliculties which necessarily attend the control of outlays 
of the. character involved, there are one or two points on which I should be very glad 
to receive a word or two of explanation: 

1. With regard to the item of $24,648.14, representing expenditure incurred by 
the Governor General in connection with the preparation of the Citadel at Quebee for 
the reception of His Royal Highness and other guests, together with their entertain- 
ment, which account was approved by the Right Honourable Sir Wilfrid Laurier, it 
is assumed that this outlay is apart altogether from the expenditures incurred by the 
Public Works Department under the authority of the order in council of April 6, 1908. 

2. The accounts cover payments for sundry material, supplies, typewriter, &c., 
and do not show the final disposal of these.

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4. The expenditure of $239.60 for rent of Room 317 in the Chateau Frontenac, 
used as an office from July 18 to 31, 1908—there should be a brief explanation as to 
the conditions which necessitated the payment of such a substantial amount for the 


purposes indicated.

Dear Mr. Bovitte,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 22nd 
instant, asking for some explanations with regard to the expenditure in connection 
with the reception of the Prince of Wales at Quebec Tercentenary Celebration last 
year :— 

1. The item of $24,648.14, expenditure incurred by the Governor General, is 
altogether apart from any expenditure incurred by the Public Works Department. It 
represeats a portion of the expenses incurred by His Excellency in receiving and 
entertaining H. R. H. the Prince of Wales and other distinguished persons at the 
Citadel, during the celebration. 

2. The material, supplies, &c., left over were disposed of roughly as follows :— 

I sent the carpet, rugs, flags, bunting, &., &e., to the Department of Public 
Works. I sold the*tent and awning for $100, which amount I have to-day sent to Mr. 
Courtney as a refund. I may observe that I only got the cheque from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (to whom I sold the tent) two or three days ago, which will 
explain the delay in refunding. 

3. After I had finished with the typewriter I purchased for the occasion, I placed 
it in the Department of the Secretary of State. It was used in that department until 
I became Deputy Head of the Department of External Affairs, when I brought it, 
and another typewriter I had obtained under similar circumstances, over to my new 
Ce where ey are both in use. 

% % ¥ * * % 

5. With reference to the expenditure of $239.60 for office rent at the Chateau 
Frontenac, I may say that the room was engaged for an office as far back as March, 
1908, at a rate of $16 a day.- It was in use as such for fourteen days in July, which 
amounts to $224. The difference of $15 is made up of certain small items connected 
with the room, of which I have no particulars at present, but I dare say I could 
procure them if necessary. 

An office on an occasion of this sort is absolutely necessary. I could not be 
expected to receive the numbers of persons with whom I had relations, and attend to 
my very large correspondence in my bedroom, besides which I had to have a place for 
my secretary to work in, as his room was entirely too small for the purpose. The 
price charged for the office is no doubt high, but it was almost impossible at that time 
to get a room at any price. Colonel Hanbury-Williams and myself made arrangements 
for the rooms several months ahead, and we made the best bargain we could. Had 
I engaged that room in the month of July, I should have had to pay double the rate 
for it, provided I could have got it at all, which is very doubtful. 

I shall be glad to afford you any further information I can respecting this 
expenditure that you may desire.

Re Decrease in Revenue. 


Dept. oF INLAND Revenur, Orrawa, December 15, 1908. 


Sir,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of June 22, 
respecting the decrease in revenue of certain Inland Revenue, Weights and Measures 


and’ Gas Inspection Divisions. 


In reply thereto I beg to state that the decrease of excise revenue in any particular 
division does not cause the department any concern, as it simply indicates that smaller 
quantities of exciseable goods have been entered for consumption within that particular 


division than during the preceding year. 


This does not in any way indicate a 
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decrease in consumption within that division, as the duty on goods consumed therein 
may have been paid elsewhere and the goods sent into the division duty paid. The 
excise revenue for 1906-7 (9 months) was $11,930,298, or for twelve months 
$15,907,064; while in 1907-8 it was $16,006,603, thus clearly establishing the fact that 
notwithstanding the decrease of revenue in a few divisions the quantity of exciseable 
goods entered for consumption had, in the aggregate, slightly increased. 

If the excise revenue of 1906-7, based on a period of twelve months, be compared 
with the preceding year it will be found that, notwithstanding the decrease in the 
Inland Revenue Division referred to, the revenue in the latter year exceeded that of 
the one immediately preceding it by nearly one and three-fourth million dollars. 

The decrease of revenue in Weights and Measures and Gas Inspection Divisions 
during any fiscal period does not indicate that the inspection is not being made, but 
is due largely to the fact that in the weights and measures service the inspection 
period is biennial. 

As respects the Weights and Measures Divisions of St. John and Nelson, those 
mentioned in your letter, the inspection period began January 1, 1908, and up to the 
end of September they both showed an increase over the same months of the previous 
period, beginning on January 1, 1906, as follows :—

The gas inspection period covers five years, and as meters are due for inspection 
at different dates, within this extended term, it is quite impossible to properly com- 
pare any portion of this period with another. 

When you take into consideration the fact that, while in some localities gas 
companies are adding new meters to supply the demands of additional customers, in 
other portions of the country the number of such meters may be reduced by the intro- 
duction of electric light, it will be evident that a fair comparison of a portion of a 
five-year period is impracticable..

Sir,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 15th instant in reply to mine of June 
92 last, in reference to decrease in certain revenues. 

You state that the decrease of excise revenue in any particular division does not 
cause your department any concern, as it simply indicates that smaller quantities of 
exciseable goods have been entered for consumption within that particular division 
than during the preceding year. Tf you have satisfied yourself that this is the cause 
of the reduction, well and good. 

You can realize, however, that the decrease may arise from a collector not 
accounting for all of his receipts—Edmonton, for instance. The revenue from 
Stratford during the nine months of 1906-7 was $63,851.84, and during the twelve 
months of 1907-8 was $63,640.79. The revenue for the three previous years was, 
in 1903-4, $108,074.98; in 1904-5, $87,533.06, and in 1905-6, $80,311.63. 

I submit that when there is a marked falling off of revenue in any division, there 
is good reason for an inquiry, to establish the cause. You do not state that any 
particular inquiry had been made at Stratford. 

While it is true that the decrease of revenue in weights and measures and gas 
does not indicate that the inspection is not being made, yet I submit when the revenue 
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on the whole is increasing while at certain divisions it is decreasing, there is room 
for question whether the inspectors are attending to their duties. 

As part of the Audit Report containing the records of your department is struck 
off, your letter now received will not appear.

Re Distillery Returns. 


Dept. oF INLAND REVENUE, Ottawa, December 15, 1908. 


Sm,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of May 11 re 
distillery returns. (Published in Report 1907-8.) 

In reply thereto I will endeavour to answer, as fully as eles the questions 
given in your letter of November 27, 1907. 

All distillers’ returns are received at the department in duplicate and are checked 
as thoroughly as possible and one copy sent to your office. They are also checked 
before being forwarded to the department by the officer in charge of the distillery, as 
well as by the collector of the division from which sent. 

As a general account is kept at the department with each Inland Revenue 
Division, the individual returns of each distiller, while being checked by the collector 
of said division, are not re-checked here, as to do so would cause a duplicating of the 
work without any corresponding gain. 

As respects the department’s report showing, in some cases, quantities slightly 
different from those shown by individual returns, the discrepancy is due to the fact 
that all surpluses arising are shown in the report as having been manufactured, but 
in many cases are not charged up in the returns until the first month of the following 
year. This is due to the fact that all manufacturers’ returns are required to be made 
on the first of each month for the month immediately preceding, and as stock is taken 
only on the first day of April of each year it is not always possible to have the 
determinations made in time to be included in the return for the last month of the 
fiscal year. 

Under the provisions of an order in council, credit for the quantity of fusel oil 
destroyed cannot be taken until it has been established that the quantity produced 
does not exceed the percentage allowed by subsection (d) of section 155 of the Inland 
Revenue Act. I am inclosing a copy of the order in council referred to, and beg to 
eall your attention to the provisions of sections 34 to 42, pages 20 and 21, by which 
you will see the difficulty in connection with taking credit for the quantity destroyed 
each month. 

As respects deficiencies, other than legal deficiencies, entries ‘for duty’ are 
passed therefor, and the duty is collected thereon and included in the report of the 
department under the heading ‘entered for consumption.’

Sir,—I beg to report that I started from Windsor on October 7, on a visit of 
inspection to the distilleries, reaching Hamilton that evening. 
On the 8th I visited the distillery of Wm. Marshall of Hamilton, and found the 
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place in a satisfactory condition, although manufacturing for the season had not 
commenced, some repairs having been done during the summer. 

On the 9th, I travelled from Hamilton to Belleville, and on the 10th I visited the 
distillery of the H. Corby Distillery Co., Ltd., in the township of Thurlow. This 
distillery has been rebuilt since the fire in May, 1907, and will be double its former 
capacity. It is expected that operations will be resumed in the course of about a 
month. 

On the afternoon of the 10th I went to Prescott and visited the distillery of J. P. 
Wiser & Sons. Not manufacturing at present and nothing special to report. 

On Monday the 12th, I visited the distillery of E. W. Parker, Montreal, in the 
forenoon, and during the afternoon of the same day I visited the distillery of J. A. 
Tellier of St. Hyacinthe, both of these distilleries are manufacturing spirits, and in 
both the work is being done in a satisfactory manner. 

On the 18th I visited the distillery of Melchers Gin and Spirits Distillery Co., 
Ltd., at Berthierville, Que. In this place several changes and improvements have 
been made during the past year. Spirits are being manufactured. 

I visited the distillery of L. Robitaille at Beauport on the 14th instant, the 
manufacture of spirits for the season has commenced and the supervision is 
satisfactory. 

On the 15th, being in Ottawa on. my way to Perth, I called at the department. 

On the 16th I visited the distilleries of the estate of the late John A. McLaren 
and Spaulding and Stewart, Perth. These distilleries have not commenced manu- 
facturing operations for this season. 

On the 17th I visited the distillery of Gooderham & Worts at Toronto. This 
distillery has just put in an entirely new set of fermenting tuns, which they are 
hurrying to completion. 

On the 20th I visited the distillery of Hiram Walker and Sons, Ltd., of Walker- 
ville, which has recently resumed manufacturing. Found the supervision satisfactory. 

On September 10 and 11 last, 1 was at the distillery of Jos. E. Seagram of 
Waterloo, when making an inspection of the Division of Guelph. 

I have to report that in all the distilleries the supervision is good, the law and 
regulations are carried out, and that the officers in charge are industrious and vigilant, 
and are giving proper attention to their duties.

In my letter of November 27, inquiry is asked, how the quantities are verified 
under the headings of ex-warehoused for removal, for transfer and for consumption. 
You do not refer particularly to this in your letter. The quantity ex-warehoused for 
consumption could, no doubt, be verified by the collector of the division, but he would 
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need to have the returns of the divisions to which the spirits were removed or trans- 
terred to verify them. It seems to be desirable that these quantities should be verified, 
snd I would like to hear from you further in reference thereto.

Smr,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your further communication of 
December 17, re distillery returns. 

-In reply thereto I beg to state that the quantities ex-warehoused for removal, for 
transfer and for consumption are represented by entry papers forwarded the depart- 
ment. : 

It may be well to state that, differing from the customs, our quantities subject 
to duty are determined at the licensed manufactories where the, goods are produced. 
The quantities of the different classes of goods subject to excise duty, excepting 
spirits, which must be warehoused, are required to be either placed in bonding ware- 
house at the end of each month or the duty thereon paid. The quantities so ware- 
housed form a debit against the division and credit can only be taken when the goods 
are removed to another division, entered for exportation or entered for consumption 
and the duty paid thereon. 

When ex-warehoused for removal to another division the account with the collector 
of the shipping division is, on our departmental books, credited therewith and the 
division to which consigned is debited with the quantity so removed. The completion 
of the transaction is the re-warehousing of the original quantity at the receiving 
division, and the subsequent ex-warehousing of the same for consumption.

Re Refund on Malt.

This paragraph clearly provides for a refund on malt used in manufacture of 
spirits, and on malt used in manufacture of malt extract or other similar medicinal 
preparations. 

‘I have to ask your opinion as to whether this paragraph can justify the refund of 
5 per cent of the duty paid on malt ex-warehoused for consumption.

Sir,—Referring to your letter of October 29 last, respecting the refund of 5 per 
cent of the duty paid on malt ex-warehoused for consumption, the Deputy Minister of 
Inland Revenue having given paragraph 9 of section 222 of the Inland Revenue Act 
as the authority for the refund, I have the honour to state that the section of the 
Act above referred to provides for the payment of duty as follows :— 

(a) On every pound of malt manufactured in Canada subject to excise regula- 
tions with respect to coomings and absorption of moisture in warehouse as provided 
by the order in council of February 7, 1891, one and one-half cents. 

The Deputy Minister of Inland Revenue informs me that the refund of 5 per 
cent under the order in council of. February 7, 1891, was allowed in respect of deduc- 
tion for coomings and increase in weight of malt in warehouse due to absorption of 
moisture. This being the case, I think the reference in the statute to the order in 
eouncil would include and continue in force the paragraph of the a in council 
authorizing the refund.

Smr,—Referring to your expenditure on account of ‘indemnity and travelling 
allowances,’ Senate, session of 1909, I have to call your attention to the following :— 

As determined by the record of the Votes and Proceedings, Senators Frost and 
Mitchell were each absent six days, and Senator McMullen two days over the fifteen 
uot subject to deduction of pay. A deduction of five days instead of six was made in 
‘he two former accounts, and no deduction was made in Senator McMullen’s account, 
resulting in overpayments of $15, $15 and $30, respectively. 

Senators Carling, W. J. Macdonald and Sullivan were each paid his sessional 
indemnity in full (Senators Macdonald and Sullivan were absent the whole session 
and Senator Carling in attendance nine days only). These payments were, presumably, 
made under the special vote of the late session, providing for making good the full 
sessional indemnity of Senators for days lost through absence caused by illness or 
public business. The payments should be vouched for by a statement or declaration 
that the absences were due to one of these causes. 

mariatorec. in; bese ewe and... . . . were each paid his sessional indemnity of 
$2,500 less a deduction of $15 per abe for each sitting day over the fifteen allowed, 
although the former was only two days in attendance, January 20 and 21, and the 
latter only one day in attendance, January 21. It would appear that you hows paid 
these Senators under subsection 2 of section 35 of the Act, rather than under section 
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33 of the Act, which states that a ‘member shall not be entitled to the said sessional - 
allowance for less than thirty-one days’ attendance, but his allowance for any less 
number of days shall be twenty dollars for each day’s attendance.’ 

The absurdity of following the doubtful construction of subsection 2 of section 
35, rather than section 33, is clear in the case of these two senators, one receiving 
$2,020 for two days’ attendance and the other receiving $2,005 for one day’s attendance, 
in each case the opening days of the session. I am of the opinion that under the Act 
ALN ry ee a ae a should have been paid $40 only, and Senator. .... $20, 
and not the amounts you allowed them. If the method you followed in the ease of these 
two accounts is legal, could you pay a senator who did not attend the session at all 
$1,990 (the full-sessional allowance of $2,500, less 34 sitting days at $15 per day) ? 
There were 49 sitting days in the session and 15 are allowed before a deduction is 
made.

Sim,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 
9th instant on the above subject, and in reply, would state with reference to Senators 
Frost and Mitchell that their absence over the fifteen days of grace allowed by law 
were five, and not six days, as mentioned by you. I have already had occasion to 
inform you that the list of ‘members present,’ as published in the Minutes of Pro- 
ceedings of the Senate cannot be looked upon as perfectly correct, because errors some- 
times occur in omission, in copying, or at the Printing Bureau, which are generally 
corrected the next day. Again, the officer making that list has declined to swear that 
said list was correct, when confronted by a senator claiming to have been present on 
certain days although his name did not appear on the Minutes. Under such circum- 
stances I am compelled to accept the declaration made by senators. Senator Frost 
was present on March 16, and the correction was made accordingly. Senator Mitchell’s’ 
declaration shows that he was absent but five days over the fifteen days’ grace above 
referred to. In the case of Senator McMullen, the two days of absence over the fifteen 
days grace for which no deduction was made was due to illness, allowance for same 
coming under the special Vote of Parliament to which you refer in connection with 
the cases of Senators Macdonald, of British Columbia, and Carling and Sullivan, of 
Ontario. 

As regards Senators .......and.... ., the payment of their sessional 
allowance was made strictly in accordance with the law relative thereto; the interpreta- 
tion of the latter by such a legal light as the late Senator Sir Alexander Campbell, 
was so thoroughly thrashed out some years ago as to leave it threadbare and not worth 
taking up again, more particularly after the amendments which have been made to it 
since then. If you consider that the law is faulty, the government is the proper 
authority to whom you should address yourself to have it amended, as any further 
controversy between us on the subject will not result, I fear, in the settlement of the 


question as you view it.

Sir,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 2nd instant, in reply to mine of the 
30th ult., and October 12, 1908, relative to certain. payments for wages of head cook, 
second cook, waiters, waitresses and kitchen help for the restaurant, and note your 
statement that the payment was made on the order of the Senate, and that they have 
the right to dispose of the funds voted for their contingencies as they judge proper. 

The Senate control the expenditure of the contingencies, subject, however, to the 
general purposes for which the money was voted, and its use for the object referred to 
is, in my opinion, the application of money to pay claims of a private nature for 
which the senators themselves are personally liable and to which they are not entitled 
either by statute or custom. 

The restaurant was run, as I understand, as a private club or private business by 
a number of senators and there is no more authority or reason for paying this account 
than there would be for paying the accounts for the food supplies for the restaurant, 
or in fact, for paying the living expenses of any of the senators outside of the 
restaurant altogether. It is clearly a: personal liability to be met by those for whom 
the restaurant is maintained, and should not be made a charge on the public funds.

The Senate Restaurant Committee, to whom was referred the correspondence 
between the Auditor General and the Clerk of the Senate, concerning the wages paid 
to certain employees of the Senate, beg to report as follows :— 

The expenditure referred to in the correspondence was a liability of the Senate 
for wages paid to employees of the Senate, and was not the lability of Senators 
personally. 

The Senate can increase the number of its supernumerary or other employees and 
pay the same to the full extent of its contingent fund, at its discretion. 

The Senate, in 1907, determined to discontinue the system which had previously 
been followed with reference to the Senate Restaurant and to engage a full staff of 
employees for the management of the restaurant under control of its committee for 
the session 1907-8, and the following report was adopted by the Senate on April 24, 
1907 :— 

‘The Standing Committee on the Restaurant, beg leave to report as follows :— 

‘Considering that the farming out of the restaurant to a private individual has 
proved unsatisfactory ; 

‘And considering that the bar-room should be abolished; 

‘Your committee recommend that it be empowered to engage for the coming 
session a superintendent who will manage the restaurant for the exclusive advantage 
of the senators and their guests under such conditions and regulations to be made by 
your Restaurant Committee, as will improve the whole situation, while maintaining 
-as much as possible an equilibrium between receipts and expenses.’ 

The adoption of this report, as appears from the terms thereof, implied the 
possibility of a deficit in the running of the restaurant. 

Before the close of the session 1907-8 it was determined by the two Houses of 
Parliament that a joint restaurant should be established for the then following session 
(see Journals of the Senate, page 501), and that the affairs of the Senate Restaurant 
should be wound up, and on July 16, 1908, it was reported by the Committee on 
Internal Economy and Contingent Accounts as follows :— 

‘The Committee on Internal Economy and Contingent Accounts beg leave to make 
their fifth report as follows :— 

‘Your committee recommend: , 

‘1. That the Clerk of the Senate be instructed to pay the salaries of the employees 
of the restaurant during the present ‘session, the total amount not to exceed the sum 
of $1,500, &e., &e.’ 
which Reis was adopted by the Senate on July 18, 1908, and the payments remarked 
upon by the Auditor General were for salaries referred to in the above report, and 
were paid out of the contingent fund at the disposal of the Senate. 

Since the moneys above mentioned were paid, the winding up of the affairs of fia 
restaurant have been completed and the collections received have been paid over to 
the clerk, and no payment for the Senate Restaurant remains in any way a charge 
upon the public funds.

Act of 1908.

Sir,—In order to avoid any future controversy which might possibly arise out of 
the proposed payment of the increases of salary to the members of the staff of the 
Senate, such as provided for by section 37 of chapter 15 of the statutes of 1908, and 
also by the Act intituled ‘An Act to authorize certain increases of salary to members 
of the civil service, inside service,’ and as recommended by the Senate for the guidance 
of the clerk, I would submit for your perusal and such observations as you may deem 
proper to make thereon, the accompanying exhibits marked ‘A’ and ‘B,’ which

oe ee aiasshbatton of the members of the staff of the Senate under sections 
5 and 6 of the above referred chapter 15 of 1908, and adopted by the Senate. 

‘B? A recommendation by the Speaker on the increases of salary to be paid to 
members of the staff of the Senate under the above mentioned Acts and adopted by 
the Senate. 

My object in submitting these exhibits to you is to ascertain whether any objection 
to the payment of some of these increases of salary is likely to be taken by your 
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office, in which event I would request that you refer the matter to the Treasury Board, 
where an appeal from your decision would eventually lie, so that a final settlement of 
the question may be had once and for good. 

Another question upon which I would ask your opinion is whether a bonus may 
be granted to an employee of ‘the Senate, notwithstanding anything in section 38 of 
said chapter 15 of the statutes of 1908 (see exhibit ‘Q? 7:

Sm,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 28th instant, in reference 
to the classification and increases of salary of the staff of the Senate. 

In reply I beg to say, in the first place, with reference to the classification under 
the Civil Service Amendment Act, 1908 :— 

This Act came into force on September 1, 1908. Sections 7 and 8 provide for the 
classification of persons then employed in the inside service, according to the salaries 
which they were then receiving. 

Section 7 defines the persons who were in the inside division, viz.: those defined 
by paragraph (a) of section 4 of the Civil Service Act, including temporary clerks 
paid out of civil government contingencies. They are as follows :— 


Schedule A. 
(a) Deputy heads. 
(b) Technical officers. 
(c) Chief clerks. 
(d) First class clerks. 
(e) Second class clerks. 
(f) Junior second class clerks. 
(9g) Third class clerks. 


Section 5 excludes messengers, porters, sorters and packers and such other appoint- 
ments and employments in the lower grades as are determined by the Governor in 
Council. 

This confines the classification to those who were on the clerical staff on September 


1, 1908, and sections 5, 6, 28, 29, 30 and 36 determine the class and salary on 
classification. 


Employees other than Clerks. 


John Carleton, housekeeper, $1,300; A. R. F. Ralph, $900, reading-room curator; 
J. Larose, $950, doorkeeper; Edward Ashe, $900, steward; N. L. Wood, $900, 
messenger; J. H. Pelletier, $800, wardrobe-keeper; I. Berubé, $800, messenger; J. QC. 
Carleton, $800, messenger; C. H. Larose, $800, messenger; Thos. B. Weston, $800, 
asst. postmaster and messenger, and A. Delaire, messenger. 

Those are classified according to their salaries in the second and third divisions. 

In my opinion they cannot be so classified, neither can they receive any increase 
of salary with the exception of O. H. Larose and Thos. B. Weston, who were receiving 
$700 each. The rest are at or above the maximum of their class. 

With reference to the last paragraph of your letter, viz.: bonuses voted by the 
Senate, I beg to say that they cannot be paid unless the items are included in the 
Supply Bill in accordance with section 38 of the Civil Service Amendment Act.

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I have to request that you will refrain from using your letter of credit for making 
any payments in the cases referred to in excess of the salaries they were receiving 
on September 1, 1908, as I shall have to refuse to pass them on the ground that there 
is no parliamentary authority for the payments.

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of May 31, in 
answer to mine of the 28th, on the subject of increases of salary to be paid to the 
members of the staff of the Senate. 

While I agree with you that Schedule ‘A’ of the Civil Service Act defines those 
persons who are to be classified under section 5 of the Civil Service Amendment Act, 
1908, you should not lose sight of the fact that that schedule when prepared was to 
apply to departmental officers only. In bringing the staffs of the two Houses of 
Parliament under its provisions no amendment to that schedule appears to have been 
thought necessary to include some officers of those Houses, who, strictly speaking, are 
not clerks, as for instance, the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod, and the Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the Senate, as well as similar officers of the Commons; and yet, those 
officers have been allowed to be classified together with the clerks. I think the same 
rule should apply to the house-keeper and supt. of messengers of the Senate, who is 
an employee with considerable responsibility resting upon him. 

I would ask that you take the above observations under consideration, and if you 
agree with my views in so far as the case of the house-keeper is concerned, that you 
recall your request not to pay him the increase of salary provided by chapter 7 of 
the statutes of 1909, out of the letters of credit issued to me.

Sir,—In the organization and classification of the staff of the Senate there appears 
the name of Byron Nicholson in the first division, subdivision B, at $2,100. On 
referring to the Minutes of Proceedings, I find that Mr. Bichaleat was appointed 
under section 21 of the Civil Service Amendment Act, 1908. 
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For an appointment under this section the first action required is that the deputy 
head (the Clerk of the Senate) should report that the knowledge and ability requisite 
for the position are wholly or in part professional, technical or otherwise peculiar. 

In the Minutes of Proceedings, page 254, March 19, 1909, I find that you have 
only recommended ‘that the services of a competent English clerk be secured, and 
by preference one who understands the French language.’ Under these circumstances 
the appointment could only be made under section 13 by competitive examination. 
On page 324, March 26, 1909, I find that His Honour the Speaker is quoted as having 
reported, ‘that, based on the report in writing of the Clerk of the Senate that the 
services of an efficient clerk, acquainted with the French language are required for 
the staff of the Senate to act as Clerk of Committees and to provide, in case of future 
emergency, the services of an employee properly trained to the peculiar work required ; 
and inasmuch as the knowledge and ability requisite for such position are technical 
and peculiar and His Honour the Speaker has recommended the appointment of Mr. 
Byron Nicholson, of the city of Quebec, to such position as possessing such knowledge 
and ability.’ 

‘That Mr. Byron Nicholson, of the city of Quebec, provided he obtains from the 
Civil Service Commission the certificate required by section 21 of the Civil Service 
Amendment Act, 1908, be appointed to the said position and be graded in subdivision 
‘A’ of the second division at the salary of $2,100.’ 

In the Minutes of Proceedings, page 634, May 11, 1908, I find that the Civil 
Service Commission have given a certificate ‘that Mr. Nicholson possesses the 
requisite knowledge and ability except as to his knowledge of the French language.’ 

In my opinion the appointment of Mr. Nicholson is illegal because :— 

ist. The Clerk of the Senate has not reported that the knowledge and ability 
requisite are technical or otherwise peculiar; 

2nd. That His Honour the Speaker has no authority to report that the knowledge 
aud ability requisite for the position are technical and peculiar without having 
received such a report from the Clerk of the Senate; 

3rd. That the knowledge and ability requisite do not appear to be technical or 
otherwise peculiar, the Clerk of the Senate having only reported that a competent 
English clerk be secured and by preference one who understands the French language, 
and 

4th. If a knowledge of the French language could be considered technical or 
peculiar (which I cannot admit) Mr. Nicholson has failed to qualify according to the 
certificate of the Civil Service Commissioners. 

I have, therefore, to request that you will refrain from making payments to Mr, 
Nicholson out of your letter of credit.

This certificate only qualifies Mr. Hinds for the minimum salary of his class, 
viz.: $900. 

In order to appoint him at $1,000 the provisions of section 33 would have to be 
complied with. In my letter of September 20 I pointed this out, and asked if the 
reports required to be made by the deputy head had been made by you, but have had 
no reply to this question. 

Let me point out that the report of the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate 
has no force under the Act unless based on the report of the Clerk of the Senate, and 
if you have not made this necessary report the additional sum of $100 cannot be 
legally paid. 

On page 255 of the Minutes the Speaker states ‘that in view of the varied and 
peculiar duties to be performed by that clerk, such as shorthand, typewriting, 
assistance in all kinds of legal work, making reports of committees,’ &e., &¢., and on 
page 324 ‘that the knowledge and ability requisite for the position are technical 
and peculiar.’ 

Do you consider that the duties thus enumerated are either technical or peculiar, 
or are they not the ordinary duties performed by a clerk in the civil service ? 

On reference to the certificate of the Civil Service Commissioners, you will 
observe that Mr. Hinds has not been examined in shorthand, or if examined, has not 
qualified.

Sir,—Adverting to your letter of yesterday, in further reference to previous 
correspondence had relative to the distribution of leather trunks in the Senate to 
others than senators, I would state that in parliamentary practice a custom of many 
years’ standing becomes an unwritten law, or a standing order, as the case may be. 
Besides, a thorough audit of the accounts of the Senate by the Committee on Internal 
Economy and Contingent Accounts who approve of such a distribution by reporting 
to the Senate that those accounts are correct, is proof that it is properly made and 
with the Senate’s consent. As to the approval by the Senate of the recommendation 
made by the Committee on Internal Economy and Contingent Accounts, which reads: 
‘that the usual leather trunks be provided for senators, without mentioning others, 
that is:more a matter of form to authorize the clerk to provide for said trunks than 
meaning anything else. Under those circumstances I cannot comply with your request 
to ask for a refund of $30 from those parties, other than senators, who have been the 
recipient of such trunks.

Organization and Classification of House of Commons Staff under Civil Service 
Amendment Act of 1908. 


Aupir OFrFicr, Ortawa, June 15, 1909. 


Sir,—As your accounts for the month of May are now before me for audit, I 
wish to call your attention to the classification of the staff of the House of Commons 
and the payments of salary made upon that classification. 

The Act to amend the Civil Service Act, section 8, subsection 2, states that ‘so 
much of this Act and of the Civil Service Act as relates to appointment, classification, 
salaries and promotions shall apply to the permanent officers, clerks and employees of 
both Houses of Parliament and of the Library of Parliament.’ 

Section 36 states ‘except as herein otherwise provided the salary of any person 
placed in the inside service by or under this Act or to whom the provisions thereof are 
made applicable, shall be that which he is then receiving, and the said salary shall 
determine his classification.’ 

On referring to the classification as shown on pages 815, 816 and 817, May 10, 
1909, of the Votes and Proceedings of the House of Commons, you will observe that 
certain officials having a salary of $2,500 on September 1, 1908, have been classified 
as Ist division ‘A,’ at $2,800 per annum; one having a salary of $1,500, classified 1st 
division ‘B, at $2,100; and in the Sergeant-at-Arms’ Department, the superintendent 
of messenger service, the assistant superintendent, and the Speaker’s steward are 
classified as 2nd division ‘B’ and 8rd division ‘ A.’ 

Now, while this classification expresses the wish of the House of Commons, it 
does not follow that a resolution of the House can override an Act of Parliament. 
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The Civil Service Act provides that clerks having a salary between $2,100 and 
$2,800 shall be placed in subdivision ‘B’ of the 1st division; those having a salary 
between $800 and $1,600 and over $1,200 shall be placed in subdivision ‘B’ of the 
2nd division; and section 5 excludes messengers, porters, sorters and packers and 
such other appointments and employments in the lower grades as are determined by 
the Governor in Council from classification in any of the three divisions into which 
the clerical staff is to be classified. 

Section 32 provides that the minimum and maximum salaries of messengers, 
porters, packers and sorters and such other positions in the lower grades as are 
determined by the Governor in Council shall be $500 and $800. Therefore, those of this 
class having a salary of $800 or upwards on September 1 last, were at their maximum 
and could not receive any further increase, nor could they be classified in any of the 
three divisions mentioned for the clerical staff. 

In view of the sections of the Act above quoted, I am of opinion that you have 
not received sufficient authority to warrant you in paying the increased salaries which 
the classification of your staff contemplates, and that it will be necessary for parlia- 
ment to supplement its resolution regarding classification by voting such sums in the 
supplementary estimates of next session, giving the names of the clerks, &¢., to whom 
they wish to pay such salaries in excess of those provided for in the Civil Service 


Amendment Act.

Sir,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your favour of the 15th instant, which 
refers to questions arising in connection with the classification and salaries of certain 
members of the staff of the House of Commons. 

I quite agree with the opinion that a resolution of the House of Commons cannot 
override an Act of Parliament, and consequently the classification as made must be 
defended solely on the ground that it complies with the terms of the Act. 

As I personally had much to do with preparing and recommending the classifica- 
tion, and did so with a view of conforming strictly to the requirements of the law— 


an explanation of the points raised in your letter is necessary. 

The cases first referred to in your letter are those of the law clerk and assistant 
law clerk. 

Mr. O’Brien, law Bork (1st division ‘A’ at $2,800) was promoted to that 
position on August 31, at a salary of $2,800, consequently on September 1, under the 
Act. pursuant to section 5, subsection 2, he as one of the ‘ principal technical officers’ 
was eligible to that division and grade. 

The head of the department (the Speaker) under section 8, determined that fact, 
and the House of Commons, which stands for ‘Governor in Council’ in all matters 
relating to the House of Commons, confirmed and approved the definition and 


‘You will note the terms of section 36, quoted by you, states that ‘except as 
herein otherwise provided, the salary of any person, &c., shall be that which he is then 
receiving and the said salary shall determine his classification, &¢e. This section 
does not apply to the case of Mr. O’Brien, because that case is otherwise provided for, 
yiz.: by sections 5 and 8. 

The object of section 36 was to exclude from salary considerations those officials 
who were to be promoted or placed in Ist division ‘A’ by virtue of section 5. Section 
5 has uo regard whatever as to salaries, but solely as to the nature of the duties and 
character of the work to be performed by the official. 
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Even if Mr. O’Brien’s salary were $2,500, as you erroneously assume, on September 
1, he could, under the Act be placed in 1st division ‘A’ and the House having 
approved and voted the salary of $2,800 the question as to salary is removed from 
the controversy. 

But, as a matter of fact, Mr. O’Brien’s salary was $2,800 when the law came into 
effect on September 1, as I have explained in a letter of yesterday’s date. 

The same line of argument applies to the classification of Mr. Foran. He was a 
chief clerk and assistant law clerk on September 1, and was, in the opinion of the head 
of the department, as assistant law clerk ‘a lesser technical officer.’ As such he was 
classed in subdivision ‘B. This classification was subsequently confirmed by the 
proper authority, viz.: the House of Commons. No matter what his salary may have 
been the head of the department and the House of Commons had the authority of the 
Act to place him in subdivision ‘B’ of the 1st division, as in their opinion ‘a 
lesser technical officer.’ 

Section 36 states that ‘the salary shall determine his classification,’ except in 
cases otherwise provided for. This was otherwise provided for by section 5. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Foran’s salary on September 1 was $2,100, not $1,500, 
but in my view this is immaterial. The salary question was ultimately settled by the 
vote of the House. At any rate it did not affect the classification. 

You will excuse me if I observe that your sentence on page 2: ‘ The Civil Service 
Act provides that clerks having a salary between $2,100 and $2,800 shall be placed 
in subdivision ‘B’ of the 1st division, does not precisely state the law. 

This is a statement of the law applicable after the classification is made, but not 
a correct statement of the law by virtue of which the classification is made. The 
classification is first made under section 5 in order to determine who shall pass into 
‘ subdivision ‘B’ of the 1st division, and this determination is settled entirely without 
reference to the salary. As to those in the ist division, the salary must be made to 
conform to the classification, not the classification to the salary. 

When you come to the 2nd and 3rd divisions you find the positive statement of 
the Act in section 6, and this classification is easily made because it is clearly defined. 
The reason for section 86 is obvious. Some provision had to be made for officials who 
did not come under section 5, subsection 2 or section 6, that is, officials who were not 
under any classification at the time of the coming into force of the Act, ie., as chief 
clerks or 1st, 2nd or 38rd class clerks, and who were not ‘technical, administrative or 
executive officers.’ 

These cases were protected by the statement ‘except as herein otherwise provided 
for, the salary shall determine his classification, &e. 

I have already made this letter longer than I originally intended. In another 
letter I will deal with the cases you mention in the Sergeant-at-Arms’ Department. 
I will have to take time to a study of the situation in regard to these, and will submit 
my views in a few days. 

My opinions are submitted with all deference to the views expressed by you, but 
it was upon the lines I have indicated that the classification was made.

I did 
not mention Messrs. O’Brien and Foran, whose former salaries were not given.

Sir,—Since writing you yesterday, I have been looking into the cases of the 
classification of certain officials of the House of Commons in the Sergeant-at-Arms’ 
Department, referred to in your favour of the 15th instant. 

These are: Mr. Dubé, superintendent of the messenger service and house-keeper; 
Mr. Connolly, assistant superintendent of the messenger service and assistant house- 
keeper; and Mr. Charles George, steward of joint restaurant and Speaker’s steward. 

The framers of the Civil Service Amendment Act were probably not aware of the 
status of these persons, because the Act was mainly concerned in providing for a 
re-classification of many hundreds of officials in some fifteen departments of the service, 
and with the exception of these three in the House of Commons, and possibly some 
in the Senate, there were no other officials in the whole service with corresponding 
duties or titles. 

The officials of the House of Commons were not under the former Civil Service 
Act, and upon coming into force of the Amending Act, one of the first questions for 
the head of the House of Commons to consider was that of classifying its officials 
under the new law. 

The new Act recognized, for classification purposes, certain classes under sections 
5 and 6. Under section 6 all these officials, except those authoritatively placed in the 
first division by virtue of section 5, subsection 2, are allocated definitely and precisely 
without the possibility of error. No difficulty could well arise under section 6, and 
as far as I am aware, all of these classes were accurately placed in the new 
organization. 

Only one other class of permanent employees of the House of Commons is referred 
‘to in terms by the Act, viz.: messengers (there are no porters, sorters or packers in 
the service of the House). The permanent messengers of the House constitute a 
well defined body of servants, and I think you will find these are properly classified 
by virtue of section 32. 

In order to meet the cases of Messrs. Dubé, Connolly and George, who were not 
messengers and neyer have been so classified or so considered by the House of Com- 
mons, we have to resort to section 36, which was evidently intended for just such 
purposes. It states ‘except as herein otherwise provided the salary of any person 
placed in the inside service by or under this Act, or to whom the provisions thereof 
are made applicable, shall be that which he is then receiving, and the said salary shall 
determine his classification.’ The salaries were as follows :— 

Mr. Dubé, $1,350 and residence; Mr. Connolly, $1,000; Mr. George, $900. These 
salaries entitled them to go into the following classes: Mr. Dubé, 2nd division Ss 
Mr. Connolly, 3rd division ‘A;’ Mr. George, 3rd division ‘ A.’ 

Your observations appear to imply that these officials are of the grade of 
messengers, packers and sorters, which, as I have indicated above, is not in my view 
a tenable position. 

The head of the department, by virtue of section 8, having determined the classi- 
‘fication under the Act, as above pointed out, and the House of Commons (acting in 
lieu of the Governor in Council under section 45) having confirmed this classification, 
it appears to me that the Act has been fully and specifically complied with. 
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However, if later, it should be decided that my view is incorrect I have no doubt 
the House will agree to any proper course to make its own action effective.

Sir,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 16th instant, in reply to 
mine of 15th instant, and dealing with the cases of Messrs. Dubé, Connolly and 
George. 

I am still of opinion that there is provision for the classification of these men 
outside of either of the three divisions mentioned in section 5. 

You will observe that in both sections 5 and 32 there is mentioned in addition to 
messengers, porters, sorters and packers ‘such other appointments and employments 
in the lower grades.’ 

I think this is sufficiently comprehensive to include the employees above mentioned. 
Section 7 clearly states who are to be classified according to sections 5 and 6, viz.: 
those defined by paragraph (a) of section 4 of the Civil Service Act, including 
temporary clerks paid out of civil government contingencies. 

Section 4 of the Civil Service Act (a) states that the inside departmental division 
shall comprise officers, clerks and employees of those classes mentioned in schedule 
‘A, viz. :— 

(a) Deputy heads of departments. 

(b) Officers who have special professional or technical qualifications. 

(c) Chief clerks of both grades. 

-(d) First class clerks. 

(e) Second class clerks. 

(f) Junior second class clerks. 

(g) Third class clerks. 

This confines the classification to the special, professional or technical and the clerical 
staff. 

The House of Commons, under section 8 has classified Messrs. Dubé, Connolly and 
George, stating their offices, positions and duties and the salaries pertaining thereto, 
but should not have included them in either of the three divisions mentioned in 
section 5. 

In my opinion they belong to ‘such other appointments and employments in the 
lower grades as are determined by the Governor in Council, and not to any of the 
divisions mentioned in section 5.

Sir,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your favour of the 16th instant 
referring to the April pay-list of the staff of the House of Commons, in which the 
salaries of the officials in the first division are increased by $100 each, and those of 
the second division by $50 each. 

These are, as you observe, intended as the annual increases under the Civil 
Service Act, by virtue of section 37. Section 87 is one of the sections of the Act 
referred to in section 45 wherein the ‘House of Commons’ takes the place of the 
‘Governor in Council,’ and consequently the formal assent of the latter is not 
necessary as would be the case were it not for section 45. 

Incidentally, however, the Governor in Council had passed the items and recom- 
mended them to the House of Commons in the form of estimates which were sub- 
mitted to the House and were approved by the House in due course of passing Supply. 

The procedure taken is as follows :— 

The proper estimate was made and sent to council by the Speaker and clerk. The 
council accepted the estimate, obtained His Excellency’s approval thereto and sub- 
mitted it to parliament with the other regular estimates. I am of opinion that this 
procedure would cover the whole ground contemplated by the law.

Simr,—In further reference to the subject of my letter of the 16th instant, and 
your reply of the 19th, relative to the authority for the statutory increases paid to 
the House of Commons staff, I have to point out that while I agree with you that 
the ‘House of Commons’ takes the place of the ‘Governor in Council,’ as provided 
for in section 45 of the Act, section 37 provides a certain procedure as respects the 
granting of statutory increases, applicable to the House of Commons equally with the 
other departments, as follows: (Subsection 4) ‘The said increase shall only be 
authorized by the Governor in Council (that is in your case, when the House is in 
session, by the House of Commons, section 45) upon the recommendation of the head 
of the department, based on the report in writing of the deputy head, &e., &e.’ 

The government passing the estimates in council before their submission to the 
House and the House passing them in Committee of Supply, while necessary as far 
as they go, could not, by any means, meet the requirements of section 37, supplemented 
by section 45, and constitute of themselves a complete authority for the payment of 
the statutory increases for the House of Commons, any more than they do for -the 
payment of the statutory increases for the other departments of the public service.
